Those expsrses of Yuan's Government which cannot 
be vublished, are generally taken from this bank. According 
to enquiries recently made, it is found that there is more 
underhand dealing on the notes issued which js more serious 
than the issue by the Bank of China. The number of notes 
issued is so great and the anount of money taken out and 
spent unreasonably is so large that bankruptcy is unavoidable 
in the future, even if there was no revolution this time. . 
Moreover when the new Government succeeds tho crippled 
Government of Yuan's, it is evident that it will have no 
ability to support Banks whose funds have been misappropriated 
By an individual. Yuan obtains cash money by means of .

Yunnan Governnent Notification. 

Banks are established in order to facilitate Goverrment 
finances ana keep the money market steady and are not private 
‘S$nstitutions for the benefit of any particular persons 
Yuan Shih Kai has betrayed the citizens. He abandoned the 
Presidoncy and styled himself Emperor. As he has iost his 
qualifications as Gliief Executive, he cannot use these 
Government organisations any more. This Government, 
representing the Republic of Ghina, has declared his guilt 
and organised a punitiwe expedition against hime When the 
Republic is consolidated and united and a Government is 
formally established, it will bear the responsibility of 
the payment of the notes Btssued by the Bank of Ghina and 
the Bank of Communications, but it will consider any 
obligations incurred by the Banks after the outbreak in 
Yunnan as Yuan Shih Kai's priwate dealings. At present the 
traitor is doing whatevwer he can to betray the country and 
the people. As it is feared that our fathers and brethren 
may recklessly deposit their money in these barks and may 
be cheated, this notification is hereby issued in order to 
avoid trouble in the future. Phe Ministers of the warious 


nations hawe been notified to the effect.
